I. History in Latin America 


I conglomerate all the Mariategui debates by Sirohi, as in fact the long Incan and 
even Aztecian and finally Iroquis related and types of Indian tribal conquests all 
inter-related to the Spanish colonization and Portuguese colonization which 
Argentina was privileged in receiving which then also means a type of indigenous 
question which is peripheral to the working class history running through it and is 
the specific problem of Marxism in this backward even creole-mestizo type debate 
on the Latin American identity which then is the problem of castes remaining as 
ways of life without the formation of distinct class identity such as in Bolivia’s more 
class problem of Cochabamba or even Venezuelen working classes - I support 
nominalism from Sirohi but also promote a strong working class development for its 
re-modernisation after the history of a backward and lumpen bourgeois 
development called underdevelopment by Andre Gunder Frank characterizes what 
Sirohi loves as Quito architecture or even Bolivian architecture which is filled with 
indegenism of the specific mestizo and creole combinations called definitely from 
his Scarlett and Sirohi style legalism a type of backward formation for the 
Ecuadorian women he knows exist in white and black unity. 


II. Modernisation in Underdeveloped and Dependent Worlds - Sirohi’s 
response on Eduardo Galeano’s vision of Rearview Mirrors 


Modernisation then is a different process under conditions of dependency and 
follows Subaltern difference or colonial modernity or even de-colonial critiques and 
recent jargon more in the direction of the problems of Caliban and colonization that 
affect the Hispanoamerican ideas of unity with Europe or America unless it is ex- 
colonial Algeria or India that one now creates as a big Other of Sirohian lifesytles 
which is a juicy pop cultural sandwich to follow for World Bank and IMF but 
includes the Otherness of black poor tribals in fact which also means truly exploited 
tribals first which creates the more Fidelist line in fact - direct the peasants, occupy 
land reforms and then create a working class move forward and establish in line 
with countryside and town the cities again which are backwardised by World Bank 
and American Dollar dreams. They do not know after Sirohi’s own idealization of 
Quito that the crime machine is what was the real report, it is more of a backward 
mess of religious forgery of Christianity towards a type of “perhaps dark people 
drinking in ayacuchos.” As the perceptive Roberto Bolano argues in Brujillia which 
he meant was more of Sirohi’s point in The Delicate Sound of 1971 which is a key 
Spanish and Latin American as much as Indian in fact novel for comparing a 
theological awakening in fairly Dublin format which is happening around his simple 
relationships with many women which then is also a process of freeing them from 
Latin American crime networks. 


Ill. EU in Sirohi’s Literary Allegories 


An Andersonian odyssery formats all the novels not as police detective fiction he is 
famous for but allegories of all countries in fact from the standpoint of yes his own 
Brujillia he means - where in fact a lot of corruption is recorded in accounts as 
histories - from in fact poor women in Mexico, downwards in Alif to Quranic women 
escaping dictatorship and Sunni merchants and criminals in the Arab context to in 


fact a triangular trade in Brazil and even Bolivia and Cuban pimps which then is 
organised as a long antiquity of trade in people which is the other side of Marcus 
Redeker’s slave ship - from expropriation in Africa to exploitation in large 
latifundias in Latin America of Indian correctly peasant and black Brazillian mainly 
slaves which develops a slave mode of production in antiquity and contemporary 
coloinial history and includes a presentation of Lucrecia Martel’s La Cienaga as in 
fact race sex and violence in bourgeois countryside landlord systems which then 
become leftist waves which then is myriad configurations of people’s own 
spontaneous resistance all over in Our Open Veins of Latin America - which then 
means modernity is a process of journalists like Galeano who study the whole 
process as worsening in modern capitalism since historical trade routes organise to 
Europe but also America a type of dependent unequal exchange which creates 
inequality within it of slave ships or such criminal axes. 


In Europe we call this what Sirohi radically in Dublin was talking about even in 
Arab contexts - in Africa as well as poems go with Bolano - of what he calls 
Brujillia, he means he proves history is a shared colonizer and colonized violence in 
the rich sense of landlords in destitute Spanish documentaries under Ramons and 
Arrack landlords again.
